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REMARKS 

The Office Action dated November 24, 2010 has been carefully considered. 
Claims 12, 13, 15, 16, 17, and 19-26 are pending in the application, with claims 12 and 
16 and 20 being the only independent claims. The Examiner indicates that claims 12 and 
16 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the claim objections, and claims 20-26 
would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejections under 35 USC 1 12, second 
paragraph. Although Applicant does not agree with the Examiner's rejection under 35 
USC 112, second paragraph, Applicant has amended claims 12, 16 and 20 per the 
Examiner's suggestions to overcome the objections and 112, second paragraph rejection. 
In view of the amendments per the Examiner's suggestion to place in condition for 
allowance, Applicant requests allowance of the pending claims. 

The Examiner includes a statement of reasons for indication of allowable subject 
matter in the Office Action dated November 24, 2010. However, Applicant believes that 
there are additional reasons for allowable subject matter not described by the Examiner, 
and should not be limited by the Examiner's statement. 

CONCLUSION 

For at least the reasons set out above, Applicant respectfully submits that the 
application is in condition for allowance. Favorable reconsideration and allowance of the 
application are, therefore, respectfully requested.
